Recommendations for Council action, as initiated by Motion (Fuentes - 
Blumenfield), SUBJECT TO THE APPROVAL OF THE MAYOR: 


1. AUTHORIZE the City Clerk to release a Request for Proposals (RFP) and 
execute a contract in the amount not to exceed $100,000 with the selected 
vendor for a period of two years with two one-year extensions to assist with 
the creation and implementation and coordination of a Public Information 
Campaign to be funded from the Business Improvement District Trust 
Fund. 


2. AUTHORIZE the City Clerk to release an RFP and execute a contract in an 
amount not to exceed $150,000 with the selected vendor for a period of
